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Johnson 
Prepares 
For Trip 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.. (AP) - 
President Johnson boned up to­ 
day for a summit journey to 
Central America, setting aside 
time, too, for some ranch-style 
diplomacy. 
Johnson held a series of meet­ 
ings with Walt W. Rostow and 
other foreign policy advisers in 
advance of his flight to E l Sal­ 
vador early Saturday for a 
conference with the presidents 
of the five Central American 
countries. 
And flying directly to the 
Johnson ranch from New York, 
for an informal get together 
over lunch, was President Rene 
Barrientos of Bolivia. 
Most announcements from the 
Texas White House were rou­ 
tine, but one was word that the 
President has signed the $4 bil­ 
lion authorizaUon for the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration for the fiscal 
year that began July 1. Con­ 
gress cut $357 million from 
Johnson’s January budget re­ 
quest. 
Johnson will 
leave Texas 
about 7 a.m. Saturday on a 
three-hour flight to the E l Salva­ 
dorean capital of San Salvador 
where, fw two days, he will be 
meeting formaUy and socially 
with the presidents of that coun­ 
try and Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua and Guatemala. 
The five Latin nations make 
up the seven-year-old Central 
American 
Common 
Market, 
which Johnson wants to encour­ 
age. While generally regarded 
as a success, the market group­ 
ing has been plagued in the past 
couple of years by weak world 
prices for two major export 
commodities—coffee and cotton. 
Johnson is due in San Salva­ 
dor about 8 a.m., local time, 
and will go by motorcade to the 
conference site in a hotel. The 
summit meeting is to begin 
promptly on his arrival, with 
signing 
of 
the 
documents 
planned for after a luncheon 
meeting. 
Mrs. Johnson and their youn­ 
ger daughter, Luci Johnson Nu­ 
gent, will go along. 
On Sunday, the Johnsons will 
attend Roman Catholic church 
services tc^ether and, after 
greeting the staff at the U.S. 
Embassy, will visit local schools 
before joining the other presi­ 
dents and first ladies at a lunch­ 
eon in an outlying national park. 
Johnson will be the host at an 
evening reception for the other 
presidents. 
On Monday, Johnson will 
leave San Salvador about 8 
a.m., and will make 45-minute 
stops during the day at airports 
in Nicaragua, Costà Rica, Hon­ 
duras and Guatemala, in that 
order, dropping off the presi­ 
dent of each country along the 
way 
The White House said it was 
assumed Johnson would then fly 
directly back to Washington 
Monday night. However, this 
was not firm. 
Johnson observed an old fash­ 
ioned Fourth of July in San An­ 
tonio but brought with him to 
Texas a work load and schedule 
that precluded much relaxation. 


The President and First Lady 
flew to San Antonio Thursday 
and 
spent 
three 
hours 
at 
HemisFair where Johnson in­ 
dulged in some traditional pa­ 
triotic rhetoric, took in the 
sights and sampled a couple of 
rather drippy ice cream cones. 
The President also issued a 
statement late in the day ex­ 
pressing deep concern over dis­ 
ruption by hecklers of a speak­ 
ing appearance by presidential 
aspirant George Wallace. 
Johnson today informally en­ 
tertains President Rene Bar­ 
rientos Ortuno of Bolivia at his 
ranch home. Barrientos was in 
Texas for Bolivia Day Saturday

Piece Together the Details 
On a Central Park Rifleman

A 
blurred picture emerged today 
of the Central Park sniper as a 
nervous, secretive man with a 
quick temper who apparently 
stole a gun from a friend and 
used it to kill one person and 
wound three others in a wild 
shooting spree Wednesday. 
Police said Thursday that the 
.45-caliber Smith and Wesson 
1917 Army-type revolver which 
the sniper used before he was 
shot down by police belonged to 
Kiril Dimitroz of Jackson, N.J. 
Dimitroz, like the sniper, An­ 
gelo Angelof, was from Bulgar­ 
ia. He told police Angelof had 
visited him about 10 days ago, 
but said he was not aware the 
revolver was missing until in­ 


vestigators told him. 
The New Jersey man said, 
however, that he was not really 
friendly with Angelof. but with 
the latter’s roommate, a man 
identified by police sources as 
Kyril Dikov, about 45. Dikov 
was in St. John’s Hospital in 
Queens, where he was being 
treated for hand injuries suf­ 
fered in an industrial accident. 
Dikov reportedly met Angelof 
at Rova Farms in Freehold, 
N.J., where the latter was a 
dishwasher. The dishwasher job 
was one of the earliest Angelof 
held after his arrival in this 
country, on a Greek passport, in 
1966. More recently he worked 
for a Queens book and magazine

Americans celebrated their 
nation’s 192nd birthday Thurs­ 
day with parades and pageants, 
picnics and political oratory. 
Abroad the anniversary was 
marked by antiwar protests in 
Sweden and Australia. 
Fourth of July festivities in­ 
cluded quiet family gatherings, 
tradition-steeped parades, soft­ 
ball games on village greens 
and hundreds of fireworks dis­ 
plays. 
For some there were thoughts 
of loved ones fighting half way 
around the world in a bitter and 
controversial war. 
A small group of American 
military defectors from that 
conflict briefly interrupted a 
celebration on the grounds of 
the U.S. Embassy in Stockholm, 
shouting “ American imperial­ 
ism’’ and “ America out of Viet­ 
nam.’’ 
In 
Melbourne, 
Australia, 
about 2,000 demonstrators pro­ 


testing American involvement 
in Vietnam smashed every win­ 
dow in the front of the U.S. con­ 
sulate, painted its steps red and 
battled for an hour with police. 
Back home. President and 
Mrs. Johnson spent the day tour­ 
ing the HemisFair exposition in 
San Antonio, Tex. In a brief 
speech he observed: 
“ A man who is untrained for 
work, or harassed by ill health, 
who cannot buy a decent house 
for his family or see his chil­ 
dren well-educated, has little in­ 
dependence. despite our Fourth 
of July rhetoric” 
On the nation’s highways the 
death toll climbed slowly. The 
National Safety Council has esti­ 
mated that between 700 and 800 
persons will die in traffic acci­ 
dents before the four-day period 
is over. 
The weather over most of the 
country’ was fair except for 
scattered showers in the South­ 
east and parts of the West.

COLUMBIA. Mo. (AP)-Pres- 
ident John C. Weaver of the 
University of Missouri warned 
today the school will not toler­ 
ate any unlawful occupation of 
its buildings or other interfer­ 
ence with normal activities. 
Weaver, who said his state­ 
ment had the unanimous sup­ 
port of the nine-member Board 
of Curators, said any student 
or employe who tries to disrupt 
university work faces imme­ 
diate suspension and risks ulti­ 
mate dismissal. 
The university has had no 
troubles of the type the presi­ 
dent discussed, and his state­ 
ment apparently was meant as 
a warning of consequences in 
event anyone is planning any 
demonstrations. 
Said Weaver: 
“ The University of Missouri 
will at all times defend the 
right of free expression of opin­ 
ion, 
including 
the right of 
peaceful assembly. 
. The uni­ 
versity will not ailow any unau­ 
thorized occupation of univer­ 
sity facilities, nor will it permit 
any interference with its normal 
and regular activities.”

ment applies to all four uni- 
versitv' campuses — Columbia. 
Kansas City. ‘St 
Louis and

SAIGON ■ AP) — Two enemy 
antiaircraft mLssiles were fired 
at U.S. Air E'orce B52 bombers 
attacking 
North 
Vietnam's 
southern panhandle Thursday, 
the U.S. Command reported to­ 
day. 
Spokesman said none of the 
eight-engine bombers was hit 
The B52s have been fired upon 
before by the Soviet-made mis­ 
siles on raids in North Viet­ 
nam’s southernmost section. but 
none ever has been hit so far in 
the war 
The B52s began a massive 
bombing 
campaign 
Monday 
against enemy artillery’ sites 
and storage areas in the pan­ 
handle and the northern part of 
the demilitarized zone 
Since 
then, they have flown 28 raids in 
the area 
The giant bombers are consid­ 
ered vulnerable to the enemy 
high-altitude m i s s i l e s U.S 
fighter-bombers faster, small­ 
er and lower-flying—ordinarily 
attack known enemy mLssile 
sites before the B52s head for 
the DMZ or North Vietnam, and 
the B52s generally try to steer 
clear of these sites 
The fighter-bombers attacked 
one missile site 13 miles above 
the DMZ Thursday and pilots 
reported their bombs touched 
off four fires. They flew 141 mis­ 
sions tixlay against supply lines 
in the panhandle. 
The B52s returned today to 
pounding enemy bases around 
Saigon in a massive allied cam­ 
paign to head off a threatened 
attack on the capital. They flew 
five missions 28 to 30 miles 
northwest of Saigon 
On the ground, allied troops 
uncovered two more important 
enemy 
arms 
caches 
today, 
bringing the number found since 
Wednesday to five. 
“ We’re getting belter intelli­ 
gence.” a U.S. spokesman said 
“ We’re getting it (the weapons) 
at the base camps before it can 
be moved.” 
Maj. Gen. John J. Hay, com­ 
mander of U.S. troops in the 
capital military district, has 
said the only way to prevent at­ 
tacks on Saigon is to seize ene­ 
my weapons before they can be 
moved into firing position 
One of the latest discoveries 
was made by U.S. 1st Division 
infantrymen in a complex of 
five bunkers and 150 feet of tun­ 
nels 33 miles north of Saigon 
The cache contained 110 bazoo­ 
ka-type rockets, seven rocket 
launchers, an 82mm mortar and 
24 shells for it. 
South Vietnamese infantry­ 
men turned up a cache 180 
miles northwest of Saigon which 
government 
spokesmen 
said 
contained five 100-pound Rus­ 
sian rockets of the type used to 
shell Saigon in recent weeks; 91 
rounds of 75mm recoilless rifle 
shells and three smaller-range 
bazooka-type rockets. 
About 30 miles northwest of 
Saigon, other 1st Division troops 
gingerly probed booby-trapped 
enemy bunkers where they al­ 
ready had found a cache of 
more than 35 of the big Russian 
122mm rockets plus more than 
1,000 bazooka-type rockets. 
The cache is only 10 miles 
from a big U.S. base at Dau

The CTA spokesman said 
service would be better than it 
was Wednesday, the first full 
day of the walkout. 
Two major taxicab companies 
asked their drivers to give up 
their days off until the strike 
ends. 
Leaders of the walkout met 
secretly with top union officials 
Thursday, and they were told to 
go back to work 
The union said it would act on 
their complaints only when the 
strike ended. The demand was 
rejected by the strikers. 
CTA Chairman George L De­ 
ment said Thursday night he

“ When the first car got there, 
the families of the kids were 
wading around in the water, 
crying and searching for bod­ 
ies.” said Capt. Earl Branch of 
the Polk County^ sheriff's de­ 
partment. "None of them could 
swim.” 
The families were making an 
all-dav F'ourth of July oiiii'ie «»t 


it. said a nearby cottage owner 
“ They had set up their picnic 
stuff early in the morning ” 
Branch said William Harrell. 
35. of Lake Wales, loaded the 
eight children into the boat for a 
ride around the small lake. 
Raymond Parks of Winter Ha­ 
ven said he was fishing nearby 
when the boat started swinging 
toward the picnic site on the 
bank. 
He said the boat rolled over in 
the middle of the turn, pitching 
its cargo of children into 15 feet 
of water about 100 yards from 
shore. 
Branch 
said 
Deputy' 
Ray 
Greubel. who was camping with 
his family nearby, swam to the 
overturned boat and found Har­ 
rell and Venera Clay clinging to 
its side. 


Witnesses said the girl lost 
her hold on the boat and both 
men attempted to save her. The 
deputy grasped the girl and 
brought her back to the boat. 
Branch said 
But when

turned around. Harrell had gone 
under 
Greubel recovered a sec-ond 
little girl, but could not revive 
her when they reached shore. 
The bodies were recovered 
during a three-hour search by 
divers and men in boats with 
grappling hooks.

12. and her 
14-year-old sister. (?ynthia, of 
Lakeland; their cousin. Jimmie 
Elaine Clay.

NEW YORK (AP)-American 
churches, sometimes accused of 
being revolutionary in their anti­ 
war and civil rights activities, 
helped plant that tradition in 
this country’ when it was found­ 
ed 192 years ago this week. 
Their doctrine that God-given 
human rights take precedence 
over powers of government 
formed the basis of the Decla­ 
ration of Independence on Julv 
'4. 1776. 
“ We hold...that all men are 
created equal." the signers de­ 
clared, “ that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain un­ 
alienable rights...that whenever 
any form of government be­ 
comes destructive of these ends, 
it is the right of the people to 
alter or to abolish it...” 
Among the 56 signers were 34 
Episcopalians, six Presbyteri­ 
ans. one Baptist, one Roman 
Catholic, one Quaker and 13 Con- 
gregationalists, some of them 
ministers or sons of ministers. 
“ They believed that God-given 
natural laws were above the 
laws of government.” savs his­ 
torian Richard B. Morris, of 
Columbia University. “ To break 
allegiance to the king, they ap­ 
pealed to a higher law than the 
king, that of God.” 
It was this theological justifi­ 
cation for the American Revolu­ 
tion that has set it apart from 
most other revolutions in the 
world’s history, and which has 
given a distinguishing character 
to American politics ever since. 
The churches, in the main, 
supported the revolt. 
The three largest religiou.= 
bodies in that period were Pres­ 
byterians, 
Congregaionalists 
and Episcopalians, of Anglicans, 
each with about a half-million 
members. 
Presbyterian and Congrega­ 
tional leaders were strongly pro­ 
revolution. So were Episcopal­ 
ians generally in their main re­ 
gions—Virginia, Maryland and 
South Carolina—although clergy 
in New York and the Northeast 
opposed the revolution. 
Among the smaller groups 
then. Baptists were strongly pro­ 
rebellion. Lutherans and other 
Oerman-origin churches were 
sharply divided, as were Cathol- 
ia. and Jews. Methodists were 
mairjly loyal to the king. 
Commenting on the usual July 
4 celebrations, the Rev. Kenneth 
L. Wilson, managing editor of 
the Christian Herald, notes that 
patriotism usually is though ot 
“ in terms of brass bands, beat­ 
ing drums, marching men.” 
“ Patriotism seems practically 
always to be related to war, and 
yet war is possibly the worst of 
all times for patriotism,” he 
adds. “ War subordinates every­ 
thing and everyone to its pur­ 
pose. It demands and usually 
gets instant obedience.” 
He suggests a military band 
is not essentially more patriotic 
than a sympthony orchestra, or 
even a rock ’n’ roll combo, and 
says it seems odds that “ we 
have simply not memorialized 
peace as we have memorialized 
war.”

(AP) — Alec Rose woke up to­ 
day after a good sleep in a sta­ 
tionary bed, went back to work 
at his vegetable shop and dis­ 
missed his round-the-world solo 
voyage as a selfish project—not 
very important. 
Lavish headlines and edito­ 
rials celebrated his homecom­ 
ing Thursday from his 28,506- 
mile voyage in the 36-foot ketch 
Lively Lady, and the cheers of a 
crowd of 2M,000 echoed through 
this historic English seaport, his 
hometown. 
But Rose, 59, took it all as 
quietly as if it hardly mattered. 
He said he felt he had been a 
bit selfish—“ just going off and 
doing something that I ’ve al­ 
ways wanted to do since I was a 
child.” 
But he felt a better man. 
“ One must have the shadows of 
life to appreciate the light,” he 
said. 
In 354 days at sea. Rose en­ 
dured the ultimate in loneliness 
and stared death in the face. 
Once he passed out from 
fumes while trying to repair the 
small engine which charged his 
batteries. 
“ I came to in about two 
hours,” he said. “ All I could do 
was lie on my bunk and re­ 
cuperate. It was several days 
before I could raise an appe 
tite.”

prayed. 
“ Why not?” he said. “ I said 
my prayers as sincerely and 
honestly as I could. 
“ I felt at times rather a hypo­ 
crite-asking for help when I 
needed it and not asking for 
help when I didn’t need it. How­ 
ever, I felt my prayers were an­ 
swered at times and we got 
through. ” 
His wife Dorothy stocked his 
ship and did it so well that he 
came home with enough food in 
the lockers to last another six 
months.

NEW YORK (AP) - It was 
an odd visit. The old Russian 
rabbi was heckled and em­ 
braced. 
challenged 
and 
ac­ 
claimed. He sounded some ex­ 
pected views, but also some 
bold alarms. 
“ We must eliminate bias and 
discord.” said Yehuda Leib Lev­ 
in, chief rabbi of Moscow, be­ 
fore he headed back to his 
homeland this week. “ Religious 
fellowship 
extends 
beyond 
boundaries.” 
It was the first trip to Ameri­ 
ca by a leader of Russian Ju ­ 
daism since before the rise of 
communism there a half cen­ 
tury ago. 
What triggered the occasional 
tensions and sharp questioning 
during his two-week visit was 
his firm insistence that there is 
no anti-Semitism in Russia, no 
special discrimination against 
Jews there. 
“ All religions are treated ab­ 
solutely the same.” 
said in 
an interview in his hotel suite 
here. “ There is no difference, 
none.” 
That assertion, also voiceu in 
his speeches and conversations, 
ran counter to claims of Ameri­ 
can religious observers of the 
Soviet scene, and it touched off 
critical rejoinders, and in one 
case, boos from part of an audi­ 
ence. 
What eventually got through, 
however, at least to those will­ 
ing to hear him out, was that 
while he maintained there is no 
particular anti-Semitism in Rus­ 
sia, Judaism there—like other 
religions—is 
nevertheless 
in 
dire trouble. 
“ Regretfully, we must stress 
the point that religion is grow­ 
ing progressively weaker,” he 
said near the close of one 
speech, after earlier enduring 
taunts for his contention that 
discrimination against Jews is 
not the problem. 
Rather, he insisted, the diffi- 
culy is a whole atmosphere 
“ dominated by the materialistic 
system” in which “ the bulk of 
youth 
is 
saturated 
with 
atheism” and in which no reli­ 
gious schools for the young are 
permitted. 
Talking of the situation in an 
interview shortly before his de­ 
parture, he spoke openly of the 
difficulties, of the ban on pri­ 
vate and religious schools for 
youth up to age 18. “ By then, 
they are not interested in reli­ 
gion,” he said. “ They are lost to 
atheism.” 
“ It is compulsory that each 
father, according to the consti­ 
tution. send his children to the 
government educational system 
through high school,” he went 
on. 
“ The schools are strictly secu­ 
lar, teaching nothing of religion. 
Obviously the Jewish leaders 
and other religious leaders have 
no right to go contrary to the 
Soviet constitution. The only 
possibibility is that each father 
has the right to teach his chil­ 
dren privately at home.” 
But by the time of their young 
manhood, he added, they usual­ 
ly have been drawn away from 
their spiritual heritage and into 
free state universities opposing 
religion and into strictly secular 
careers.

seminary, he said, it Is hard to 
find students. 
“ They are ver>’ few.” he said 
How many now? “ Only seven ” 
A further complicating note 
arose from the fact that the offi­ 
cial host for Rabbi Levin's visit 
was the American Council for 
Judaism, which opposes the po­ 
sition of most American Jewish 
groups supporting the state of 
Israel. 
On this subject, in which Rus­ 
sia has backed Arab policies 
against Israel, Rabbi Levin re­ 
fused any discussion. 
Insisting that Russia

poses no special restrictions on 
Judaism beyond those on reli­ 
gion generally, he said, the 
harsh, old Czarist laws confin­ 
ing Jews to ghettos, barring 
them from agriculture and in­ 
dustry and turning them into 
rootless “ wind people,” have 
been totally eliminated in mod­ 
ern Russia.

LONDON (AP) - The British 
gov ernment said today it has 
adv ised Queen Elizabeth II not 
to v isit Argentina at this time. 
The sov ereign and her husband. 
Prince Philip, are scheduled to 
v isit Brazil and Chile for 18 
dav s beginning Nov . 1. 


The Foreign Office said it had 
told the queen “ the present is 
not the most appropriate time 
for a v isit" to Argentina and 
added that the gov ernment had 
fully consulted Argentina before 
giv ing the adv ice. 


Earlier. Buckingham Palace 
annouix ^ed 
that the queen’s 
state v isit to Brazil will begin 
Nov . 1. She will then v isit Chile 
from Nov . 11 to 18 . 


The roy al decision not to v isit 
Argentina comes at a time when 
Anglo-Argentine relations are 
under strain. The two main 
causes are Argentina’s long­ 
standing territorial claim to the 
Falkland Islands, on which se­ 
cret talks hav e been held be­ 
tween the two gov ernments, and 
Britain’s continuing ban on Ar­ 
gentine imports of frozen mut­ 
ton and lamb

Then, taking com m and of the Arm y and 
fearing th a t N egroes m ight point their m uskets 
in the wrong direction, G eorge W ashington 
issued an order ba rring them . The Continental 
Congress passed a confirm ing resolution. 
But a procla m a tion by the roya l governor 
of V irginia prom ising freedom for N egroes 


who joined the B ritish a la rm ed the colonists. 
In 
Ja n u a ry 
1776. 
Congress 
authorized 
the 
enlistm ent of free N egroes. 
B y the tim e the 
A m erica n cause had reached its low est point, 
a t V alley Forge in 1777, both slave and free 
N egroes w ere w elcom ed. 
In a ll. som e 5,000 of them fought in the 
Revolution, on land and sea and in nea rly 
every ba ttle, m ost of them in integrated units. 
The sp irit of liberty w as infectious. Tens 
of thousands of sla ves fled th eir m a sters. F o r 
a tim e, it seem ed a s if the stirrin g words of 
the D ecla ra tion of Independence about “ all 
m en” m ight rea lly com e to m ean a ll m en. In 
1777, V erm ont abolished sla v ery , and in the 
next decade m ost of the North followed. 
But it was not to be. The d a rkest days of 
sla very in A m erica were yet to com e.

D-Mass.. has promLsed 
liberals that the House Ways an d Mean s Committee, 
at lon g last, will start hearin gs. Ways an d Mean s 
chairman Wilbur Mills, D-Ark.. though gen erally 
opposed to closin g the tax loopholes, has agreed n ot 
to oppose the hearin gs. 
However, here is the un publicized gimmick. After 
the tax reformers have presen ted their case. 
Con gress will shut d own without takin g action . F or 
con gression al lead ers have n o real in ten tion of 
pluggin g the tax loopholes. 
If they are ever plugged , in c’ome tax es could he 
slashed in stead of raised 
Rep. James J Howard . D-N.J., put it blun tly 
d urin g the recen t tax d ebate; ‘‘Mid d leclass America 
has carried this n ation on ils back for far too lon g. 
This House tod ay should be talkin g about, thin kin g 
about, an d actin g upon a bill for fair tax es, n ot just 
more tax es. ” 
Last year, for ex ample. 20 major oil compan ies 
ran g up a n et profit of almost $5 billion while they 
paid n et tax es averagin g less than 9 per cen t. In past 
years, the average has been closer to 4 per cen t. 
The gian t of the in d ustry. Stan d ard Oil of New 
Jersey, collected such fabulous profits in 1966 that it 
was able to show a n et gain of over $1 billion . This is 
more reven ue than most n ation s collect. Yet the 
compan y paid on ly a 7.3 per cen t tax . a smaller 
percen tage than the average scrub woman pays. 
From 1962 to 1967, The Atlan tic Oil Corporation 
cleared over $340 million in profits, yet paid n o tax es 
at all. Even more astoun d in g. The Marathon Oil 
Compan y, d espite a n et profit of over $37 million in 
1962, n ot on ly failed to pay an y tax es that year but 
actually received a $2.2 million tax cred it from the 
govern men t. 
The special in terests protect their tax privileges 
by han d in g out big campaign con tribution s. Not

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Bloody Civil War Blocking 
Great Potential of Nigeria 


LAGOS (AP) - Nigeria, a 
country of vast potential riches 
and the most populous nation in 
Africa, continues to wallow in a 
bloody, year-old civil war and 
efforts to arrange a ceasefire 
have so far been futile. 
The federal government in 
Lagos holds the upper hand in 
the fighting and has occupied 
large chunks of the secessionist 
Eastern 
Region—Biafra—and 
most of the area’s major cities. 
Both sides would like to end 
the conflict that has driven the 
country to the edge of ruin, 
created millions of refugees in 
Biafra and killed untold num­ 
bers of Nigerians. 
But cease-fire negotiations in 
May broke down in disagree­ 
ment over conditions. The Biaf- 
rans want an unconditional 
cease-fire and withdrawal of 
federal troops. Lagos wants as­ 
surances. before it withdraws 
its forces, that Biafra will rejoin 
the federation as three separate 
states. 
Contacts are continuing and 
there is a possibility new talks 
may begin in London. 
Meanwhile, the situation in 
Biafra grows more and more 
desperate. There are an esti­ 
mated 4.5-million refugees in 
what is left of Biafra and a gen­ 
eration of youngsters in the 
area is being crippled by pro­ 
tein starvation, relief officials 
say. 
International relief agencies 
say that as many as a million 
Biafrans will die of starvation 
before the end of summer un­ 
less more food can be supplied 
to the Biafrans, now jammed 
into about 10,000 square miles of 
what already was the most 
densely populated territory of 
Africa. 
The area is under tight block­ 
ade by the Lagos government 
and the federal air force of So­ 
viet-built MIGs and Czech-made 
Delfins controls the air. Federal 
capture in May of Port Har- 
court, Biafra’s largest city and 
its main depot for airlifted sup­ 
plies. tightened the ring on Biaf­ 
ra. 
Lt. Col. Odumegwu Ojukwu, 
the secessionist leader, vowed 
at the time the Biafrans would 
maintain guerrilla operations 
from the back country. 
In June, Biafra began broad­ 
casting appeals for massive re­ 
lief shipments and said refugees 
were dying by the thousands.

Cities Are Adopting 
Gun Control Codes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev­ 
eral of the nation’s biggest cit­ 
ies have gun control laws and 
more cities and towns are con­ 
sidering them. But advocates of 
local laws are quick to point out 
they cannot be fully effective 
without interstate sales restric­ 
tions. 
The city council of Washing­ 
ton this week gave tentative ap­ 
proval to an ordinance requiring 
licensing of pistols, rifles and 
shotguns and permits for car­ 
rying them. 
It is similar to one recom­ 
mended by the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern­ 
ments which includes l5 cities 
and counties. 
Several cities, including New 
Haven, Conn. and San Antonio, 
Tex., have indicated thei inter­ 
est in city gun laws, the Nation­ 
al League of Cities says. It 
notes that New York. Chicago 
and Philadelphia already have 
enacted strict gun control laws. 
One has been proposed in St. 
Louis. 
The league has started work­ 
ing on a model gun control ordi­ 
nance and plans to meet with 
state attorneys general to draft 
complementary state and local 
laws. 
The executive committee of 
the league last May called for 
federal regulations to keep fire­ 
arms out of the hands of those 
likely to misuse them. 
It said that local ordinances 
were relatively ineffective “ be­ 
cause of the ease with which 
firearms may be acquired in 
other jurisdictions and through 
the mails.” 
The omnibus crime control 
bill signed recently by Presi­ 
dent Johnson bans mail order 
sales of pistols. Both the House 
and Senate Judiciary commit­ 
tees have before them bills 
that would ban the mail order 
sales of rifles and shotguns. 
The President also has asked 
for a law requiring registration 
of weapons and licensing of 
owners. The question of whether 
this proposal should be tacked 
onto the long-gun measure was 
considered by the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee last Thursday, 
but the committee postponed 
any action until next week. 
Statistics on the effectiveness 
of city ordinances are meager, 
and there are arguments about 
the figures that are available. 
In the case of the Philadelphia 
law, enacted in 1965, the March 
issue of the magazine of the 
league, “ Nation’s Cities.” said: 
“ Although there’s no available 
statistical data to indicate that 
the law has reduced gun-related 
crime, a Philadelphia police 
spokesman said he felt it has 
helped and “ has kept guns out 
of the hands of irresponsibles ” 
The annual uniform crime re­ 
port of the FBI lists homicides 
in the major metropolitan areas 


and the rate per 100,000 persons 
but does not say what percent­ 
age of the homicides in each 
city was by guns. 
New York City, under a strict 
state regulation on hand guns, 
also has a new local law requir­ 
ing registration of rifles and 
shotguns. 
In testimony before Congress 
recently, Mayor John V. Lind­ 
say of New York said that of 746 
murders in his city last year. 
235, or less than one-third, were 
committed with firearms. 
In its latest figures, for 1966, 
the FBI said 60 per cent of the 
murders in the United States 
was by firearms. 
Also in testimony before Con­ 
gress, Harold W. cilassen. presi­ 
dent of the National Rifle As.so- 
ciation of America, said that in 
1966, 2.85 per cent of all serious 
crime, including robberies, in 
New York City was committed 
with the aid of firearms. Unli­ 
censed handguns, he said, ac­ 
counted for 87.16 per cent of the 
firearms crimes. This is proof, 
he said, that criminals will not 
abide by the law.

Every thing from C u n a r d 
liners to Sir Christopher Wren 
churches has found its way 
to the s h o r e s of the New 
World in recent months, and 
not all B r i t 0 n .s are happy 
about it. They feel that Brit­ 
ain is selling its birthright for 
a mess of Yankee dollars. 


London 
Bridge, which 
in­ 
spired a famous n u r s c r y 
rhy me, 
has 
been 
sold 
for 
$2.46 million to the McCulloch 
Oil Corp.. which plans to re- 
erect it at Lake Havasu City . 
.Ariz. (pop. 4.000). as a tourist 
peep-show. 
Dismantling of the historic 
bridge is already under way . 
Each of its 12.(KK) pieces is 
being numbered prior to being 
s h i p p e d via Long lieach. 
Calif., to Lake Havasu, where 
they will be reassembled like 
a giant jigsaw puzzle. 
Dismay ed at the fate meted 
out to London Bridge, ey nies 
here are wondering which of 
London's r e m a i n i n g land­ 
marks will be knocked down 
nex t to

The more flippant will tell 
y ou that the Houses of Parlia­ 
ment were sold to the I ’nited 
States when P.ritain became 
the .nlst American state.

I’.ritain’s heritage claim that 
the rot started a few y ears 
back when a Sir Christopher 
Wren church was dismantled 
here and shipped to Fulton. 
Mo. The chapel was then re­ 
erected on Missouri soil as a 
m o num e nt 
to Sir Winston 
Churchill.

The Lo ndo n Bridge which is 
being dismantled was built 


in 18 31 and is o nly o ne o f 
many b r i d g e s 
that hav e 
spanned the Thames at the 
present site, the earliest hav ­ 
ing been built by the Ro mans 
in A.D. 5 0. 


In 1014, King Olaf o f No r­ 
way 
pulled 
Lo ndo n 
Bridge 
do wn 
with 
grappling 
iro ns 
while Brito ns po ured bo iling 
o il o n the heads o f his so l­ 
diers. Olaf returned to No r­ 
way bo asting, “ I hav e pulled 
Lo ndo n Bridge do wn, it has 
fallen.” That is the o rigin o f 
the nursery jingle. 


The present Lo ndo n Bridge 
is no t falling do wn but sink­ 
ing at the rate o f o ne inch 
ev ery eight y ears, o wing to 
its tremendo us weight (130,- 
000 to ns) and the traffic v ibra­ 
tio n. Also , it is to o narro w to 
co pe with the 20,000 pedes­ 
trians and 2,7 5 0 v ehicles that 
cro ss it ev ery ho ur. It will be 
replaced by a $10 millio n, six - 
lane bridge, due to be co m ­ 
pleted in 197 1. 


No t all Brito ns are so rry to 
see the o ld Lo ndo n Bridge go 
to A r i z o n a . “ America is a 
y o ung co untry and v enerates 
antiques, whereas Britain has 
to o many o f them ,” a keeper 
at the British M u s e u m ex ­ 
plains. “ So what is o ne mo nu­ 
ment mo re o r less amo ng 
friends?

Maddo x , questio ned abo ut the 
published repo rt, ackno wledged 
that he issued an o rder to pre­ 
v ent marchers fro m entering 
the capito l and said he “ co uld 
hav e” used the language attrib­ 
uted to him in the bo o k. 
The go v erno r said he had re­ 
ceiv ed info rmatio n that an at­ 
tempt wo uld be made to sto rm 
the capito l building during the 
march, and that he had giv en 
the o rder as a precautio n. 
Maddo x denied, ho wev er, that 
he threatened to bring state 
fo rces into Atlanta to pro tect his 
Pickrick furniture sto re against 
a po ssible fire bo mb attack aft­ 
er the murder o f King. 
Galphin say s in his bo o k that 
Maddo x to ld Atlanta May o r 
Iv an Allen Jr. the sto re had 
been threatened, and if the city 
did no t pro v ide pro tectio n state 
fo rces wo uld “ stack ’em up like 
co rd wo o d.”

at $30 million, in the county. 
That’s privately owned, so- 
called “ pleasure h o r s e s ’’— 
what a name! 
Even so, the horse isn’t fa r­ 
ing too well despite its num­ 
bers. It is gradually being 
cornered in a position occu­ 
pied by the fam ily’s weekend 
outboard boat. 
First, the h o r s e that is 
stashed in the back yard is 
getting more and more neigh­ 
bors upset by its presence. 
Second, with land spaces 
being so rapidly entombed un­ 
der m a c a d a m parking lots 
and spreading housing devel­ 
opments, 
horse 
owners, 
in 
order to find a place to ride 
for a day, are having to use 
vans or trailers to haul their 
anim als miles away in pursuit 
of the open spaces. And that 
looks like the pattern for the 
future. 
Equestrian Trails, Inc., a 
statewide nonprofit organiza­ 
tion of California horsemen, 
sets the n u m b e r of riding 
horses in the state at more 
than 375,000. It increased 20 
per cent in four years and 
represents half a billion in 
money spent in a year, count­ 
ing everything. 
In view of the importance 
of this type of recreation, Los 
Angeles is trying to fi^ the 
horse into the city in several 
ways. 
There’s 
an 
a m b i t i o u s 
scheme for an equestrian cen­ 
ter in G riffith Park to pro­ 
vide for horse shows, rodeos, 
polo, training hroses, learn­ 
ing to ride and riding. Barns 
would permanently stable 500 
horses. There are 43 miles of 
riding trails already in the 
park. 
U n d e r d i s c u s s i o n are 
stricter zoning laws regulat­ 
ing the keeping of horses in 
nonincorporated parts of the 
county. Residential lots much 
larger 
than 
now 
permitted 
would be r e q u i r e d , to cut 
d o w n neighbors’ objections. 
Most of the 77 m unicipalities 
making up Los Angeles a l­ 
ready have tightened up their 
regulations, 
some 
of 
them 
banning h o r s e s altogether, 
thus, in effect, dividing into 
horse and nonhorse areas. 
On 
the 
prohorse 
side, 
a 
number of subdivisions have 
opened with their layouts spe­ 
cifically aimed at attracting 
horse owners. They offer such 
things as large lots, or cluster 
housing with central commu­ 
nity 
stables, 
or 
equestrian 
centers the m iniature of the 
one p r o p o s e d for Griffith 
Park. 


So fares the horse. Nation­ 
ally, there are supposed to be 
about 
six 
m illion 
r i d i n g 
horses, double the number in 
1959. The herd increases as 
riding places become more re­ 
mote. Los Angeles, as a pio­ 
neer, is trying valiantly to 
find a place for both horses 
and people in its future.

SAN ANTONIO. Tex. (AP) - 
President Johnson, launched on 
a long work-play holiday week­ 
end, is giving this Latin-oriented 
southern Texas area one of its 
biggest July 4th fiestas. 


Prefacing a summit confer­ 
ence in E l Salvador with presi­ 
dents of five Central American 
nations, Johnson brought some 
40 ambassadors and their ladies 
to San Antonio Wednesday for a 
full round of Independence Day 
festivities at the city’s Hemis- 
Fair and environs. 


Johnson was to be principal 
speaker at the Western Hemi­ 
sphere exposition today follow­ 
ing a 50-gun salute to Independ­ 
ence. 
On Wednesday evening, the 
President and Mrs. Johnson 
joined the ambassadors—most 
of them from south of the bor­ 
der—at the 1,400-acre ranch of 
Texas Gov.

out. 
No further talks were sched­ 
uled in the three-day dispute 
which has tied up half the city’s 
buses. 
William A. Lee, president of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor 
and Industrial Union Council, 
saw “ no roads open to settle­ 
ment” after meeting four hours 
with dissident members of the 
drivers’ union. Division 241 of 
the 
Amalgamated 
Transport 


Union. 
Lee. representing organized 
labor, and Mayor Richard J. 
Daley called the unofficial me­ 
diation session Wednesday aft­ 
ernoon between James J. Hill, 
president of Division 241, and 
representatives of the dissi­ 
dents. First, both sides refused 
to attend; then two hours later 
the strikers who call themselves 
Concerned 
Transit 
Workers 
agreed to come. 
Lee said Hill informed him he 
would not meet with the strikers 
until they return to work. 
CTA representatives said they 
were ready to attend for infor­ 
mational or other purposes, but 
thev were not called. 


Meanwhile.

officials 
pleaded with Chicagoans de­ 
pendent on public transportation 
to stay home over the Fourth of 
July holiday as the first mass 
transit walkout in Chicago’s his­ 
tory made travel an exercise in 
slow motion.

Elevator in Otterville is in the 
midst of buying grain from 
growers and shipping it by rail 
to its various destinations. 
Jack 
Veuleman. 
Syrac’jse. 
owner of the elevator, is in his 
third year at the business and 
said this should prove to be a 
very good year for volumn in 
wheat. All of the grain at 
Veulemans Elevator is shipped 
by rail. Last year 56 carloads of 
wheat were shipped from the 
elevator and so far this year 30 
carloads of wheat have been 
moved out. 
Veuleman said an increase 
should be registered this year 
even 
though 
farm 
wheat 
allotments have been cut back 
10 per cent. 
This year Veuleman is using 
covered rail hopper cars to ship 
his grain In the past regular 


boxcars were used. The hopper 
cars’ capacity, about 100 tons, is 
IV2 times that of a normal 
boxcar. This would show an 
increase if measuring by-the-car 
rather than tonnage. 
Veulemans Elevator, serving 
an area of about 15 miles, also 
expects 
good 
returns when 
corn, milo and soybeans are 
brought in for shipment. Last 
fall a’oout 100 carloads of this 
type of grain were shipp>ed from 
the elevator. 
Also operated by Veuleman 
in Otterville is a 
fertilizer 
blending plant. Last year about 
47 carloads of various types of 
fertilizer were railed out of 
Otterville from the plant.

The bulk o f the Decla ra tio n, a ll the 
ma ny “ he ha s’s” listing the numero us 
g riev a nces the co lo nies ha d a g a inst Geo rg e 
III, ho lds little interest fo r us to da y . It wa s 
no t tha t wa y in the beg inning , tho ug h, a s 
Do na ld Ba rr Chidsey reminded us a few 
y ea rs a g o in a fa scina ting bo o k a bo ut the 
do cument. “ July 4 ,17 7 6 .” 
When 
the 
Decla ra tio n 
wa s 
first 
published, he wro te, a nd fo r so me y ea rs 
a fterwa rd, the o pening pa ra g ra phs ca used 
little co mment o ne wa y o r the o ther. 
Philo so phy wa s the fa shio n in 17 7 6 a nd it 
wa s ta ken fo r g ra nted tha t there wo uld be 
a flo wery a nd a hig h-principled a po lo g ia 
befo re the rea l a rg ument wa s g o tten to . 
“ The co lo nists were interested in mo re 
immedia te ma tters. Philo so phy wa s fo r 
the intellectua l, a n a ppro pria te deco ra tio n 
but in itself witho ut sig nifica nce.

o ur histo ry — a bo ut wha t it rea lly mea ns 
to sa y tha t “ a ll men a re crea ted equa l” 
a nd ho w such a belief is to be tra nsla ted 
into a ctio n. It is no tro uble a t a ll to g et a 
co ntro v ersy g o ing a s to whether there is 
ev en a crea to r, much less o ne who crea ted 
men with “ certa in ina liena ble rig hts.” 
As a scientific trea tise, a s a sta tement o f 
pro v a ble 
fa ct, 
the 
Decla ra tio n 
o f 
Independence lea v es much to be desired. 
But it is a testa ment o f the huma n spirit. It 
is a g uide a nd a g o a l — a nd a g o a d ~ fo r 
po sterity . It is a drea m a nd a fa ith we a re 
still disma lly fa r fro m rea lizing y et ca nno t 
let g o o f. There is no thing to co mpa re with 
it. 
No na tio n ev er ha d such a birth 
certifica te a s this cherished piece o f

WASHINGTON - On the Fou rth of Ju ly , 1951, 
the New Orleans Item and the Madison Capital 
Times sent reporters throu gh crowds celebrating the 
fou nding of the Repu blic, ask ing them to sign 
u nidentified 
copies 
of 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence and the Bill of Rights. In Wisconsin 
111 ou t of 112 refu sed to sign. In Lou isiana 24 ou t of 
36 refu sed. 
Most of those who read the docu ments declared 
them Commu nist or radical or ev en su ggested the 
FBI shou ld inv estigate their au thors. Some said they 
had relativ es in the gov ernment and didn’t want to 
be mix ed u p with any thing su bv ersiv e. 
This was at the height of the Joe McCarthy era 
du ring which the late Senator from Wisconsin had 
bu lly ragged witnesses u ntil a lot of people believ ed 
McCarthy ’s charge that the State E)epartment was 
riddled with Commu nists. 
Today things hav e changed — somewhat — 
thou gh we cou ld be on the v erge of another Joe 
McCarthy era 
In Montana last week I fou nd that the old witch- 
hu nting atmosphere of six y ears ago had ev aporated. 
In 1962, when I spok e at Montana State Univ ersity 
Its president. Roland Renne, was u nder attack 
becau se the Board of Regents had ask ed him to fire 
22 professors as pro-Commu nist. 
“They were my best professors.” President 
Renne told me. “One of them had been gu ilty only 
of telling stu dents that the gov ernments of Norway 
and Sweden — which were labor gov ernments — 
were efficient.” 
President Renne refu sed to fire the professors, 
and today the atmosphere which he battled has been 
dissipated. Nobody now worries abou t Commu nist 
professors. 
—Some Fears Linger— 
“I was one of those 22 professors Renne was ask ed 
to fire.” say s Dr. Leon Johnson, who has now tak en 
Renne s place as president of Montana State 
Univ ersity . 
In Montana also, then Vice President Richard 
Nix on, speak ing in Helena in 1954. boasted that he 
had remov ed the Pentagon secu rity clearancie of Dr. 
Edward Condon, former director of the Bu reau of 
Standards, who left that job after Nbcon’s u n- 
American Activ ities Committee hou nded him. 
Condon’s chief crime was talk ing to a Yu goslav 
diplomat at a cock tail party . He dev ised the nose 
cone for American satellites which enabled the 
United States to penetrate ou ter space. Today the 
Air Force, forgetting Mr. Nix on's witch-hu nt, has 
entru sted Dr. Condon with the v ery important stu dy 
of UFOs — fly ing sau cers 
Elsewhere in the nation the Joe McCarthy fear of 
Commu nists u nder neighbors’ beds has pretty well 
ev aporated. A cou rageou s, persistent president has 
recently won some break throu ghs with Sov iet 
Ru ssia toward peace. He has finally ov ercome su ch

Many congressmen, howev er, seem conv u lsed 
with fear — or else u se it as an ex cu se to oppose 
most-fav ored-nation 
treaties 
with

emerging cou ntries or Czechoslov ak ia and Romania. 
Czechoslov ak ia has thrown off the hard-core 
Commu nist gov ernment which long held sway there, 
while Romania has been most helpfu l to u s in the 
UN and with North Vietnam. Howev er, the State

them. 
One reason, incidentally , for the manner in which 
we got so hopelessly bogged down in Vietnam was 
the fact that Joe McCarthy had pu rged all the Far 
East ex perts from the State Department.

—Ex it The Ex perts- 
Dean Acheson. Tru man’s Secretary of State, 
refu sed to bow to McCarthy . Bu t John Foster 
Du lles, who followed him, ran for the storm cellar. 
All the Far Eastern ex perts were pu rged. They 
were not arou nd in 1954 to warn Eisenhower against 
following the adv ice of the late Cardinal Spellman of 
New York to send troops and heav y aid to pu ppet 
President Diem of Sou th Vietnam. Nor were they 
arou nd in September 1961 to warn President 
Kennedy against escalating ou r troop strength. 
Nor were they arou nd in late 1964 to warn 
President 
Johnson 
not 
to 
adopt 
the 
recommendations of Barry Goldwater to escalate 
the war. 
It will tak e some y ears for historians properly to 
ev alu ate the effects of Joe McCarthy ism on ou r 
State Department and the amou nt of blood and 
treasu re it has cost the American people. 
Today , despite the wholesome change in most 
parts of the cou ntry , a few McCarthy clou ds of fear 
are blowing u p on the horizon. 
In California, Max Rafferty , the rabid right-wing 
school su perintendent, pou nded on Joe McCarthy ’s 
fear psy chosis so long and so effectiv ely that he 
defeated a liberal Repu blican, Sen. Tom Ku chel for 
the Senate. His chief campaign issu e: “The 
Commu nists are mass mu rderers. We continu e to 
see ou r friends mu rdered and ou r women rav aged 
by sneering pack s of pu nk s.” 
And in Alabama, ex -Gov . George Wallace has 
been banging the desk , ov er Godless Commu nism 
with su ch Hitleresqu e harangu es that some people 
are beginning to look u nder their beds again.” 
To hear Rafferty and Wallace talk y ou wou ld think 
we were all in danger of being inv aded or su bv erted 
or tak en ov er by Godless hordes hiding inside the 
gov ernment or in the u niv ersities. 
When an effectiv e harangu er gets wide telev ision 
ex posu re there is alway s danger. Crowds can be lik e 
sheep They were lik e sheep in Germany in the 1930s 
when Hitler came to power and lik e sheep in Italy in 
the 1920s when Mu ssolini came to power. They were 
lik e sheep when newspapermen circu lated copies of 
the Declaration of Independence and the Bill of 
Rights to Fou rth of Ju ly crowds in 1951. They cou ld 
be lik e sheep again today .

Rockefeller Swings Sledge ^^'7/ Deserves 
At Nixon as Time Runs Out Lucky Break

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The word from inside Gov . Nelson Rock efeller’s camp is 
that in the su m m er week s ju st ahead he will be swinging 
harder and harder at Richard Nix on in a desperation effort 
to ov ertak e him. 
Rock efeller’s street rally speech in Chicago on Vietnam 
was so strong in accu sing Nix on of hard-line war adv ocacy 
that it seemed rem iniscent of his 1964 campaign assau lts on 
B arry Goldwater. More of the same is in prospect. 
On top of this, the gov ernor intends to try again and again 
to su ggest that mu ch of Nix on’s ov erwhelming sou thern dele- 
‘» ate su pport—which represents well ov er a third of his in­ 
dicated conv ention v ote potential—has a white racist orienta­ 
tion. 
He gained an opening on this score, of cou rse, when form er 
Georgia Congressman Howard (Bo) Callaway , Nix on s sou th­ 
ern regional co-ordinator, said that Alabama s George Wal­ 
lace was the sort of man who belongs in the Repu blican party . 
If these two criticism s of Nix on are ham m ered as steadily 
as is presently planned, the net of it will be to su ggest lou dly 
not only to Repu blicans bu t to the whole electorate that the 
former* v ice president’s feet are planted in concrete on the 
two most perplex ing issu es of the day —w ar and racial strife. 
For Rock efeller there is a painfu l irony in resort to this 
strategy of open attack u pon Nix on. Not the least of the 
wou nds he bears from his u nsu ccessfu l presidential bid in 
1964 are those inflicted by the common charge of conserv ativ e 
Repu blicans that he was a “party -w reck er” who su pplied the 
Democrats with mu ch of their fall campaign ammu nition 
against Goldwater. 
Talk s with Rock efeller’s aides in the months before he en­ 
tered the 1968 race indicated that the “w reck er” charge was 
one they su rely nev er wanted to hear again. When he and they 
spok e of his possible candidacy as “div isiv e,” they had this 
old complaint v ery mu ch in mind. 
Yet they hav e now chosen to hit ou t at Nix on with nearly 
the same force that was deliv ered against Goldwater in the 
critical prim aries of 1964 . 
That Rock efeller’s cam paign has tak en this m ilitant tu rn 
is a m easu re of its considerable failu re to date. 
No compelling ev idence ex ists that his direct appeals to 
conv ention delegates, howev er plau sible and impressiv e they 
may be, are mov ing significant nu mbers of Nix on-leaners into 
his own sm aller delegate colu mn. 
Off the ev idence of his recent face-the-people efforts in su ch 
cities as Chicago and Clev eland, it has to be said that Rock e­ 
feller is not bu ilding any big bonfires to scorch the back sides 
of delegates who are soft for Nix on bu t still clinging to him. 
His Kennedy -ty pe hold on Negroes, Pu erto Ricans and some 
other minorities may be real enou gh, bu t not ev en the most 
u rgent ex ertions of his highly professional cadres are m anag­ 
ing to produ ce the hu ge crowds he needs. 
His situ ation might be ev en worse were it not for the fact 
that here and there his crowd totals are being ov erstated, 
and telev ision compou nds the error by showing film clips that 
portray him as absolu tely engu lfed by happy su pporters. 
A tru er gau ge of his distant position behind Nix on can be 
had from the fact that Rock efeller m anagers are almost 
openly soliciting cou nsel from any qu arter whatsoev er on 
what to do to catch u p. That they hav e gone back to the hard 
assau lts of 1964 as at least a partial answer is strong testi­ 
mony that imaginativ e new approaches are sadly lack ing as 
tim e begins to ru n ou t for the gov ernor. 
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TV Cleanup for Real?

McCarthy at Peace Talks 
Could Sap U.S. Efforts

NEW YORK (NEA) 
Is this trip necessary ? 
Sen. 
Eu gene 
J. 
McCarthy , 
Democratic 
presidential candidate, say s he will fly to Paris in 
late Ju ly to meet with the North Vietnamese 
delegates to the peace talk s. 
“It might be a good thing for me, as a presidential 
candidate, to speak directly to them,” the senator 
said. “I wou ld lik e to find ou t what the possibilities 
for some k ind of settlement or accommodation 
are.” 
Bu t what can McCarthy learn “directly ” from 
Xu an Thu y , Hanoi’s chief spok esman, that has 
possibly elu ded a seasoned diplomat lik e W. Av erell 
Harriman, President Johnson’s representativ e in 
Paris? Or does the senator mean to imply that the 
American negotiators are not zealou s enou gh in 
their pu rsu it of peace? 
McCarthy u ndou btedly acts from good will and 
not politics bu t his interv ention in the tortu ou s 
negotiations can only mak e the task of the American 
diplomats more difficu lt. 
Since he has made it absolu tely clear — ev en 
before the negotiations were u nder way — that he 
fav ored the formation of a coalition gov ernment 
with the Commu nists in Sou th Vietnam, his 
meddling will only encou rage Hanoi’s pro-Chinese 
diehards. 
A coalition gov ernment which will ev entu ally 
enable them to seize power in Saigon is precisely 
what the Commu nists hope to gain from protracted 
negotiations. It wou ld be the v ictory that was denied 
them on the battlefield. 
Thou gh the North Vietnamese demand su bstantial 
concessions from the United States, they are 
u nwilling to reciprocate the good faith of President 
Johnson. They rejected Vice President Hu bert 
Hu mphrey ’s appeal for an immediate cease-fire. 
They seek , as Johnson warned, “to u se the talk s to 
see if the United States cou ld be pressu red to stop 
the bombing completely in the sou thern panhandle 
of North Vietnam withou t any compensatory action 
on their part.” 
Sk eptical Western observ ers insisted from the 
v ery beginning that Hanoi’s original aim in engaging 
in the talk s has been to gain time to repair the 
damages inflicted by many months of American 
aerial bombardment. As they see it, the Commu nists 
are interested only in regrou ping their forces for a 
new war effort in Sou th Vietnam. 
So far the sk eptics hav e been right. New 
information from Hanoi rev eals the ex istence of a 
strong pro-Chinese faction within the North 
Vietnamese leadership. 
Led by Tru ong Chinh, former secretary of the 
Commu nist party , this faction seek s to ex ploit the 
Paris talk s as a facade and div ersion while escalating 
the war. 
This does not mean that Tru ong Chinh, despite 
Red China’s back ing, will ov erwhelm the more 
moderate forces of Ho Chi Minh and Le Du an which 
are ostensibly back ed by Sov iet Ru ssia. In North 
Vietnam, as in the United States, there is a deep 
div ision between dov es and hawk s. 
Howev er, 
there is hardly any dou bt that 
McCarthy ’s direct approach to Hanoi — especially in 
v iew of his strong adv ocacy of a coalition 
gov ernment — will be interpreted by the pro- 
Chinese diehards as a sign of American weak ness. 
McCarthy , lik e most Americans, wants a speedy 
end to the tragic conflict in Sou theast Asia. It is his 
right and du ty as a senator and presidential 
candidate to ev alu ate and criticize Johnson’s 
policies. His fly ing trip to Paris may ev en add lu ster 
to his image as a man of peace. 
Bu t 
let 
u s 
hav e 
no illu sions 
abou t 
the 
Commu nists. Now, as alway s, their aim is to win at 
the negotiating table what they were u nable to 
attain throu gh terror.

Hot Drink is Effective 
As a Summertime Cooler

A tall, cold drink to refresh y ou on a hot day will 
hav e ju st the opposite effect, according to Dr. L. C. 
Senay Jr. This is becau se the rate of sweating — 
natu re’s own dev ice for cooling y ou r sk in — is 
temporarily redu ced u ntil the temperatu re of y ou r 
cold drink has been raised to 98.6 degrees or higher. 
In one ex periment, three v olu nteers u nderwent a 
period of dehy dration, then drank a solu tion of the 
salinity of the body flu ids at body temperatu re and 
later at a temperatu re of 4 5 to 50 degrees. In each 
case, drink ing the warm drink was accompanied by 
a secretion of sweat that was more than ample to 
k eep the body temperatu re from rising bu t drink ing 
the cold drink cau sed it to rise. 
My adv ice — drink y ou r iced tea if y ou prefer, bu t 
don’t ex pect it to cool y ou off as well as a cu p of hot 
tea. 
Q— What is Indocin u sed for? 
A — Indomethacin (Indocin) is giv en to reliev e the 
pain and inflammatory reaction in persons with 
v ariou s ty pes of arthritis. It does not belong to the 
cortisone grou p of dru gs. 
Q — Can Indocin be tak en indefinitely for 
arthritis? Does it hav e any bad side effects, 
especially regarding glau coma? Is it a cu re or is it 
giv en to control the arthritic sy mptoms? 
A — This powerfu l dru g may be tak en for 
prolonged periods bu t only u nder carefu l medical 
su perv ision. Its side effects, when too large a dose is 
giv en, inclu de headache, dizziness, nau sea, diarrhea, 
mental confu sion and asthmatic attack s. There are 
no reports that it will aggrav ate glau coma. Althou gh 
it is not a cu re, it does giv e welcome sy mptomatic 
relief. 
Q — What are histamine shots giv en for? How 
long shou ld one tak e them? 
A — A small amou nt of histamine is sometimes 
injected into the sk in to test the adequ acy of the 
arterial circu lation. A histamine injection may also 
be giv en to test the ability of the stomach to produ ce 
acid. I su spect, howev er, that the shots y ou are 
referring to are the antihistamine shots u sed to treat 
hay fev er and other allergies. The nu mber of 
injections and du ration of the treatment mu st be 
determined by y ou r doctor.
